A NOTABLE GATHERING TO (ELE-
BRATE HIN 70TH BIRTHDAY,

8. Weir Mitchell Writes a Poem for the Oc-
caston—Leaders of the Medical Profession
ia New York Tell of Their Guest’s Great
Services - Dr. Osler’'s Witty Speech.

About four hundred men, mostly of the
medicul profession, met at Delmonico’s last
night to celebrate Dr. Abrahan Jacobi’s seven-
tieth birthday and to present him with a
“Peatachrift’’ entitled “International Contri-
butions to Medioal Literature” 1t Is the
original work of maay European men of wel-
ence, written aund compliled speclally for this
oocasion, and is said to be the first thing of the
kind ever presented to any maa In thiscountry.
It consists of about filve hundred pages A\
thousand coples will be printed and distributed
among thosa who were present last night and
among the educational libraries of the country

Next to Dr, Jacobi at the guest's table sat
Carl Sohurs, whose seventieth birthday was
oslobrated last year in the same plaos and with
somewbat the same observances. Nearly
every prominent physician in this city was
present. It was said by one of them that there
has never befors been in this city au equally
brilliant gathering of medical men.

The after-dinner part of the ceremonies was
opened by Dr. Joseph D. Bryant, late Presi-
dens of the Academy of Medicine, who pre-
sided. Hespoke briefly of Dr. Jacobi's career
and of his contributions to science, and Intro-
duoced R. U. Johnson, who read a poem written
for the ooccasion by Dr. 8. Weir Mitchell, the
suthor.

George Hemphill testi-
fled that Youtsey came into the Assistant Sec-
retary of State's oMee much excited and out of
breath shortly following the Goebel shootiug
Walter Day testified that Youtsey had cone to
him a few days befors Goebel was shot and told
him that Goebel could be put out of the way
for $300,

rushed out and surronnded me, All had pistols,
I asked several questons, but they would not
answer. Istepped ou. of the door and got
awrv.  All of them aved me closely, but would
nou speak, except the tall man, who said some-
thing once.

Five Men Reach Seattle With 850,000 in Gold
Dust -Rush to the New Flelds,

SEATTLE, Wash,, May 5. - Flvemen from Nome
arrived to-day on the steamer Bertha, bringing
news to March 17 and 850,000 in gold dust. The
largest strike of the season was made by
the Morgan Exploration Party, which returned
from the new diggings, ninety miles north of
Nome, bringing 870,000 in gold dust as the re-
gult of the winter's work. A stampede had sot
in for the new Hli!llnf district.  Seattie is filled
with men ontfitting for the Nome mines and it
is anticipated that twenty vessels will sail frow

OLIVER COTTIER DEAD.

The Once Famons Temperance Spy Whose
Picture Was In Almost Every Saloon.

Oliver Cotter, the former noted temperance
emissary, died suddenty of bheart fwlure on
Friday at his home, 400 Bainbridge street,
Brooklyn. About twenty years ago he caused
a sensation in Brooklyn by suddenly abandon-
ing his profitable saloon business, allying hims
self with the Prohibitionists and starting a
flerce warfars on violators of the Excise law
espacially on those who engaged in Sunday
trafile,

He organized alarge band of aids, who acted
a9 spies on the saloonkeepers and personally
conducted the prosecutions of alleged delin-
quents before the Police Commissioners. Fle was
thus instrurpantal in having hundreds of li-
wenses ravoked and sent some of the offenders
1o the pealentary Simntlar efforts were
made by tho saloonkeepers to entrap him and
he was frequently assaulted. He was said to
have been dru.{ ed on one occasion and theu
exposed in publie, the intention being to con-
vey the impression that he had resumed his
drinking habits. His crusade coutinued five
or six years and ended snddeoly in the with-
drawal for some unexplained reason of the
support of the churches.  Ho then became the
agent for a cigar firm, at whose head was a
former police commissioner and he found most
of his customers among the salconkespers,
whom he had pemsecuted. Of lute years he
had been in the insurance business.  He wns
in his seventy-first vear. At time his
picture was in almost every saloon in this eity
and Brooklyn In order that the varkeepers
might recognize him if he #hould visit them.
